The Year Has Been a Success For Th 
Church of God. : 





Time has run on so fast for 
twelve months that last Christ- 
mas seems but yesterday. 
Where has it gone? Gone in- 
to eternity! Never to retum a- 
gain! ‘The past is in the past 
and cannot be changed. And 
1 would not recall it if I could. 


We are now celebrating an- 
cther Christmas Day in honor 
of the birth of our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. This is a 
time for reflection. Our minds 
run back to the Judean hills 
und the country about Bechle- 
rem.

The journey had been long 
for Joseph and Mary. and 
coubtless they were much dis- 
appointed when they were ‘n- 
formed that there was no room 
in the nouse. The only thing 
left for them was to repair to 
that lonely stable in the back 
vard. I fancy I see it now. It 
was not far from the house, 
and they saw it back there, and 
the land-lord gave them per- 
mission to lodge there that 
night. 

Probably a little past mid- 
night, the heavenly choir hegan 
io sing one of those heavenly 
anthems that only heaven’s in- 
The shep- 
herds were the congregation and 
the starry heavens was the hac« 
ground on the stage. What a 
drama! Never had been any- 
thing like it. All of heaven 
seemed interested in what was 
taking place that night. He1ven 
could not holdits inhabitants. 
They left the courts of glory 
and gave the earth a visit that 
right. 

What was the attraction? 
Why did this heavenly host 
come to Bethlehem? Why diu 
they not sing over Jerusalem, 
or Babylon, or the garden of 
Eden? Here is the answei. 
“And thou Bethlehem, in the 
land of Juda, art not the least 
among the princes of Juda: for 
out of thee shall come forth a 
Governor, .that shall rule my 
people Israel.” - (Matt. 2°6.) 
There was the secret. A Gov- 
ernor, a Ruler had come to 
Jethlehem. One of the royal 
line. 

And let me drop a few ex- 
tra words here. A Governor, 
a Ruler! This shows govern- 
ment. There would be no need 
of a governor or ruler if there 
was no government, or nothing 
to be governed. And when 
Isaiah sang of the coming One, 
he said, “A child is born, * * 
a son is given: and the govern- 


His people are to be in His 
Shurch,—His government. 


' And the angels sang on that 
glad Christmas morning be- 
cause a governor—A ruler had 
come. He was very small, but 
He had come. He was lying 
in the manger of that little 
stable in the back yard, wrap- 
ped in swaddling clothes, but 
He was just as truly a King as 
He was thirty years later. But 
no matter how small He was, 
He was large enough to attract 
the attention of the inhatitants 
of heaven so they darted down 
und sang a chorus to announce 
“Tis birth. 


Never hag been anything like 
it. We have no account of an- 
gels singing at the birth o* any 
world ruler. No such a heav- 
enly welcome to the greatest 
monarch that ever sat on a 
throne. The world has been 
honorel by many great men, 
but none have attracted such a 
chorus from heaven ag our Gov: 
ernor. That chorus sang, “Glor- 
y to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will toward 
men.” (Luke 2:14.) What could 
nave been more beautiful: 
What could have been more 
appropriate! How could the an- 
nouncement of the birth oi 
the ‘ing been made = in 
words any more fitting: 
A government of peace. A Zov- 
ernment of authority, but of 
good will toward men. 


What government but His 
that has no wars! What govern- 
ment but His that is command- 
ed to pray forits enemies? 
World zovernments have theil 
place in the world, but there are 
rone like His. The amgel said, 
“Fear not: for behold, I bring 
you good tidings of great ioy 
which shall be to all people!” 
This was a part of th: ap- 
nouncement of the coming 
rovernment over which the 
Bethlehem Babe should rule. 
Quite different from the world 
zovernments which have thei: 
standing armies and _ bristling 
navies and guns for siaugh 
ier. By these they say to. other 
vovernments, “You had better 
be afraid.-If you do not let us 
alone we will do you harm. We 
will destroy you if you get in 
our way.” 

Hear the glad message ring! 
The voice of the. angel is clear. 
No mistake about the words... A 
message of love! A message oi 
soy! “Behold,” he cried, “I bring 
vou good tidings of great joy: 
which shall be to all people.” No 
bristling guns, no belching e1n- 
rons, no promise of bloodshed to 
destroy the people. No ill will to 
any. But a blessing to all peonle.

And this is 
‘enough to make it clear that 
the government which H® was 
to govern was to be on this 
carth. It is peace on earth, and 
does not say a word about 
peace in heaven. If His govern- 
ment was to be in heaven the 
angel would have said peace in 
heaven, but he plainly ssid, 
“peace on earth.” And since His 
government :(kingdom) is not 
jot this world, (John 18:36), yet 
jt is to be on this earth,it can be 
no other than His Church. of
